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WRC-'07 


The World Radio Conference of the International Telecommunications Union 
commenced in Geneva on Monday last and will continue until 16 November. The 
Irish Delegation at the conference comprises five members three of whom are holders 
of experimenter licences. They are John Breen EI7BV and Rory Hinchy EI4DJB of 
the Department of Communications, Energy and Natural Resources and Samuel 
Ritchie EI6FZB of ComReg. 


It is hoped that the Conference will agree to a new allocation to the amateur service of 
150 kHz at 5260 to 5410 kHz. The European Common Proposal from the CEPT 
Countries supports this by way of an appropriate footnote to the ITU Radio 
Regulations. It is also proposed that existing alllocations at 135 kHz become a 
worldwide secondary allocation at 135.7 to 137.8 kHz. IRTS has received assurances 
that Ireland will be supporting these proposals at the Conference. 


Looking ahead to WRC-'11 it is hoped that the present Conference will agree to 
include on the agenda for the 2011 Conference consideration of an allocation in the 
range 50 to 54 MHz in the European Region of the ITU as well as a worldwide 
secondary allocation in parts of the band 415 to 526.5 kHz. We hope to keep you 
informed of developments as we get information on the progress of these items at the 
Conference.
